Five Additional Missouri Pa­ 
cific Frews, 


COME fKOM JEFE. CITY. 


New Timecard th at Wen t In to Effect 
Last Mid n iiich t Bro u g h t Ab o u t 
tb e Ch an g es. 


The Missouri Pacific railway has 
made a radical change in the run 
ning of two of its regular freight 
trains, which will result in much 
benefit to the city of Sedalia. 
The change brings five freight 
crews to Sedalia, this town being 
the layover point, and the round 
house the resting places for the en­ 
gines of the trains. 
Each freight crew is composed 
of six train and engine men, mak­ 
ing a total of thirty men affected 
by the changes made in the run­ 
ning of the trains. 
If each member of the five crews 
was at the head of a family the in­ 
crease 
of 
Sedalia’s 
population 
would be most satisfying, but even 
as it is the increase is highly satis­ 
factory. 
Sedalia is glad to welcome these 
railroad men to the city, a number 
of whom were former residents be­ 
fore the “ snake route” made life 
miserable for the Missouri Pacific 
railroad men. 
The trains affected by the new 
arrangement, 
which 
goes 
into 
effect 
today, are 
trains 
No. 75 
(the L. & S. freight) and No. 76 
(stock express). 
These trains have been running 
through Sedalia without changing 
engines or crews. 
In the future, 
five crews will run these trains, 
three between 
Sedalia 
and 
St. 
Louis 
and two between Sedalia 
and Kansas City. 
These trains in the future will 
change engines, crews and cabooses 
at tkis ooint. 
Train No. 75 reaches here at 7 
a. m. and leaves at 3 :io p. m. 
Train No. 76, the stock express, 
arrives 
here 
at 5130 p. m. and 
leaves for St. Louis at 6 p. m.

Dr. Ferguson will call another 
meeting of the baseball fans early 
this week, when the report of the 
canvassing committee will be made. 
The players’ contracts that have 
been signed thus far call for tw o 
weeks’ daily practice prior to the 
opening of thè season, and if the 
requisite sum is raised the entire 
team ,including the most promising 
players obtainable— and there 
is 
plenty of good 
timber to select 
from— will don the old gold uni­ 
forms for the season of 1903 and go 
into the race from the very start to 
win the pennant for Sedalia. 


To tlip Kfiitorof the D emo orai . 
It is observed that as a member 
of the committee to visit 
and 
in­ 
spect state institutions that Senator 
H. Clay Heather, in a minority re­ 
port, recommends that no appro­ 
priation whatever be made by the 
general assembly in behalf of the 
State Fair located at Sedalia, Mo. 
A t the outset of this report, as if 
to fortify in advance against the 
charge of prejudice towards this in­ 
stitution, which he seemed to fear 
his attack might invite, the senator 
hastens to disclaim any hostility to 
Sedalia or Sedalia people, or even 
to the State Fair, as such, or the 
men in control; on the contrary, 
as if to poison the stings of 
his 
arrows, he avows outright friend­ 
ship for the city and thejDfficers of 
the fair. 
Whether or not full faith and 
credit be given to 
the senator’s 
disclaimer of hostility or prejudice, 
certain it is, from a casual reading 
of his report, that he has taxed his 
ingenuity to the utmost to arouse a 
deep feeling of hostility, not only 
in the mind of the general assem­ 
bly, but the general public as well, 
against 
the 
fair, 
as 
such, 
and 
against its receiving any consider­ 
ation from the legislature. 
So, whether enemy or friend, it 
is easy to see that while avowing 
friendship, he has ingeniously em­ 
ployed every weapon of an opeiXf 
avowed and malignant foe, and re­ 
lentless enemy ; while never once 
reviewing or answering the many 
cogent, weighty, and, we think, 
all-sufficient arguments urged upon 
the part of its friends. 
In view of 
all of which, in order to justify bis 
avowals of friendship, it must be 
concluded that 
“ whom or what 
the senator loveth he chasteneth.” 
It is the purpose of this article to 
review the objections urged by the 
senator and to point out, as far as 
possible, 
the errors 
and 
incon­ 
sistencies of 
his position, and to 
show his conclusions are illogical, 
contradictory and fallacious. 
W e 
wish to state and answer his objec­ 
tions folly as our limited space will 
permit. 
Certain it is that the policy of 
the state 
toward 
this, 
and 
all 
other state institutions, is a matter 
of grave public concern and should 
be open to the fullest discussions ; 
and if the 
senator 
is 
right 
in 
whole or in part of his views, they 
should, to that extent, be adopted. 
His first ground of opposition is 
based on the legislative provisions 
of 1899, establishing a fair, which, 
among 
other 
things, 
provided: 
“ That the legislature (then in ses­ 
sion) should not appropriate any 
moneys from the general revenue 
fund for the support, improvement 
or maintenance of the fair or any 
premiums or awards offered by the 
board of directors.” 
The 
senator 
will 
not contend 
that this provision 
of 
law 
was 
violated, 
for 
no 
appropriations 
were made out of the general reve­ 
nue by the legislature of 1899, and, 
for this reason, it is not seen for 
what purpose this provision is here 
quoted. 
He 
quotes further the 
provision of the legislature of 1899, 
as follows : 
“ Nor shall any money 
hereafter be appropriated to or for 
the State Board of Agriculture, the 
State Horticultural society or the 
Agricultural college, to be used in 
any w ay for or in behalf of said 
F air.” 
His object in quoting this pro­ 
vision would seem to be to create 
the impression that 
neither the 
legislature of 1901, nor this legisla­ 
ture, or any subsequent legislature, 
had, by reason of the last quotec 
enactment, any power to make ap­ 
propriations in behalf of the Fair.

Jopliu baseball stock leaped up 
a couple or more points by 
the 
settlement of 
the difficulty with 
Sedalia over Allen, says the Joplin 
Globe ot Friday. 
It was claimed 
by the Sedalia 
management that 
Allen had signed a contract with 
that club 
in 
w hiciL,lhe yesery^ 
clause 
was embodied, and 
that, 
therefore, the player was ineligible 
to enter into any contract with the 
Joplin association. 
Ever 
since Sedaiia’s claim to 
A llen ’s services 
was 
registered 
Manager Joseph, of the local club, 
has been in negotiation with Dr. 
W . 
J. Ferguson, president 
and 
manager of the Sedalia association, 
and yesterday 
afternoon 
an 
ar­ 
rangement was effected by which 
Sedalia relinquishes all right to 
Allen, and the scrappy manager 
will be found at the head of the 
zinc miners this season. 
In speaking of the action of Se­ 
dalia, Manager Joseph paid a fine 
compliment to Dr. Ferguson’s con­ 
duct in this matter. 
Had Sedalia 
really wished to carry the issue to 
he final tribunal 
there 
is 
little 
doubt that her claims would have 
>een sustained, as A lle n ’s contract 
with Sedalia had been made prior 
:o his agreement with Joplin, and 
priority determines the validity of 
jaseball contracts absolutely. 
But Dr. Ferguson said he realized 
hat Joplin depended to a great ex- 
ent upon Allen for a successful 
showing this season, and in view of 
he somewhat disastrous experience 
bat Joplin encountered last year, 
the Sedalia club was not disposed 
to pot any obstacles in Joplin’s 
way. 
On this ground Sedalia, there­ 
fore, released Allen and with the 
release came Dr. Ferguson’s best 
wishes that baseball in the mining 
metropolis in 1903 might come up 
to the standard which the liberal 
support accorded the game by this 
city deserved. 
The settlement of the Allen dif­ 
ficulty, however, was marred by a 
development in connection with 
the signing of Schipke, 
Spring­ 
field’s third baseman of last sea­ 
son, who was scheduled to fill the 
vacancy around second base at Cox 
park this season. 
Springfield claims that Schipke 
must play in that town, a deal 
having been jffected with Little 
R ock whereby Schipke has been 
exchanged for Perrine, the dazzling 
seconcLsacker of the 1902 Midgets. 
There are conditions behind the 
deal which are not explained, but 
as near as can be learned Schipke 
was under contract to Little R ock 
last season and played with Spring­ 
field through the courtesy of the 
Little R ock club, to which or-

Cr enshaw, state beer inspector , 
was sustained by Judge Philips in 
the United States cir cuit cour t this 
mor ning, says Satur day’s Kansas 
C ity Times. 
If the decision stands 
the state is assur ed an income o 
not less than $250,000 fr om the in­ 
spection of beer . 
The demur r er 
of Inspector Cr enshaw was over ­ 
r uled, however . 
This was 
done 
for a technical r eason, the demur r er 
being too br oad in claiming that 
the complainant had no cause of 
action, as the bill of complaint 
contained allegations that the in­ 
spector taxed beer that was an ar ­ 
ticle of inter state commer ce. 
The 
defense will file an answer con­ 
testing this question at the Mar ch 
session of cour t. 
No injunction 
was gr anted 
by Judge 
Philips 
against the inspector . 
The bill of complaint, filed Jan­ 
uar y I , asser ted that the act of the 
state legislatur e 
subjecting 
beer 
shipped her e by for eign br ewer s to 
inspection fees was in dir ect con 
fiict with the inter state commer ce 
clause of the feder al constitution. 
The demur r er of Inspector Cr en­ 
shaw was filed by the state, r epr e­ 
sented by Judge W . M. W illiams, 
In or der to obtain the opinion of 
the feder al judge on this constitu 
tional point befor e the allegations 
against Cr enshaw wer e answer ed. 
W ith 
this 
favor able 
opinion 
Judge W . M . W illiams, r epr esent­ 
ing the state, and Attor ney Gen­ 
er al Cr ow , who came to Kansas 
C ity this 
mor ning 
to hear the 
opinion r ead, wer e much pleased. 
The constitutionality of the state 
law being appr oved the defendants 
can easily dispose of the char ges 
against Cr enshaw, as he claims to 
have never enfor ced an inspection 
on beer that was not to be used in 
this state.

In tlie last issue of the Com­ 
moner, published at Lincoln, Neb., 
lion. W . J. Bryan says, concern­ 
ing his new home and his financial 
affairs : 
“ It is not often that one finds it 
necessary to dispute exaggerated 
reports of his wealth and income, 
but the erroneous accounts have 
been so persistent that they have 
deceived my friends. 
From the 
tone of some reports it is evident 
that they were intended for a po­ 
litical purpose, namely, to create 
the impression that my views on 
public questions are determined by 
the amount of money to be made 
out of them. 
*Tt ought to be apparent to any­ 
one that I would take the cor­ 
porations’ side rather than the peo­ 
ple’« side if my object was to make 
money. 
As it is, but a small por­ 
tion of my time is devoted to re­ 
munerative 
work. 
Since 
1896 
more days have been devoted to 
my correspondence than to lectur­ 
ing and more days also have been 
devoted to speaking without re­ 
muneration (and often at my own 
expense) than to lecturing where 
compensation has been received, 
“ The republicans made me ap­ 
pear poorer than 1 really was, and 
now they go to the other extreme 
and multiply my possessions from 
ten to a hundred times. 
One pa­ 
per reports me as receiving three- 
quarters of a million dollars from 
subscriptions to the Commoner. 
Even democratic papers have been 
led by these reports into assuming 
an accumulation entirely beyond 
what it would have been possible 
for me to make had I devoted all 
my time to money-making. 
“ The truth is that I have noth­ 
ing in addition to my hou^e, the 
tract of land on which it stands 
and my personal property, that at 
a fair price might be considered 
worth from $15,000 to $20,000. 
Of this a sum amounting to be­ 
tween $2,000 and $3.000 came to 
me by inheritances and between 
$3,000 and $4,000 was* saved be­ 
tween the time I began the prac­ 
tice of law and my first nomination 
for the presidency. 
“ The acquaintance and notoriety 
given me by the presidential cam­ 
paign largely augmented my earn­ 
ings. Identical campaigns increased 
my expenses and the demands upon 
my purse. In 1897 1 received $17,- 
000 as royalty from my book, ‘Ttie 
First Battle,’ an equal amoupt, the 
remaining half of the royalijy, be­ 
ing distriDuted among the V’arious 
committees that were carrying on 
the campaign for the restoration of 
bimetallism. 
Since that time, ex­ 
cept when in the army, I have de­ 
rived my income from lectures and 
from articles written for news­ 
papers and periodicals. 
“ Since 1S96 I have contributed 
to the advancement of political re­ 
forms more than $20,000, and that 
the reader may know that all my 
thoughts have not been centered 
on politics, it may be added that 
donations for educational, religious

But for the sake of his r eputa­

PRINCESS AND GIRON PART. 


Lawyers Present, Tears Shed, But 
She Will See Her Children. 


G e n e v a 
, Feb. 7 . — The legal ad­ 
viser of the former crown princess 
of Saxony has made the following 
announcement: 
“ M. Giron will leave Geneva for 
Brnssele, where he will join his 
family, 
M. Giron has broken off 
all relations with the princess in 
order not to impede the reunion of 
the princess with her children.” 
Herr Zehme, the lawyer from 
Dresden, arrived at Geneva and 
went immediately to the Hotel 
Suisse, where the crown princess 
of Saxony, M. Giron and Maitre 
Lachenal awaited him. 
A long 
it^terview took place, in the course 
of which the princess, in a torrent 
of tears, cried: 
“ I must tee my 
poor children again.” 
Immediately after it was over 
Herr Zehme announced that all 
relat'.ons between the princess and 
M. Giron had been completely 
broken oflF, and that M. Giron was 
returning to Brussels in the even­ 
ing. 
He intends never to see the 
princess again. 
When asked who 
had arranged this, the lawyer said 
that he and 
M. Lachenal had 
ú q n ^ § 0. 
M. Giron, he declared, was mak- 
ing a great sacrifice for the good of 
the princess. 
This was in reality 
the only possible solution, as the 
princess would not relinquish the 
liberty to see her children, which 
the crown prince insisted upon 
withholding unless she consented 
to separate from Mr Giron. 
The parting between the princess 
and M. Giron was most touching. 
The princess wept and M. Giron 
was greatly affected. 
The princess 
wü |remain at the Hotel Suisse an 
Tndennite time. 
The sudden end of the royal ro­ 
mance is said also to be due to the 
refusal of the Saxon court, infiu- 
enced by the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, to consent to a divorce. 
The princess, realizing at last her 
equivocal position, became ill and 
apparently was willing, if ap­ 
proached in a proper manner, to 
agree to any terms.
